„„ „That they were mistaken once more was evident 
early in the day. 

The motorized moles which are subways roared, 
furched, rocked, swayed, careened and speeded under- 
meath the scorched sidewalks of the city. 

All to 125th St. From Harlem. From Queens. 
From the East Side. From Flatbush. From Browns- 
ville. From Bay Ridge... From Coney Island. All to 
125th St. 

Fifteen thousand people, speaking a dozen differ- 
ent tongues. On the hottest day of the year. Scorch- 
ing. Blistering. Unbearable. But they came. That's 
what counts. 


Buses shuttled back and forth across the Tri- 
borough Bridge, bringing sweaty, hot but enthusiastic 
anti-fascists to the beautiful little island nestling be- 
tween two rivers. ... The hardier ones walked across. 


Someone started to sing “Meadowland.” Two 
young girls behind him picked it up. Three more be- 
hind them did the same. It caught on the whole 


length of the line until some five or six hundred people 


were lustily singing this wonderful Soviet song. When 
they finished it they began another. “From Border 
Unto Border.” Then another after that. “The Parti-

The mammoth flags of the United States and the 
Soviet Union filled with the hot breezes and swayed 
from their lines near the platform. Side by side, these 
two flags, as they always should have been. As they 
are now. And as they will always be in the future. 
The Red Flag and the Stars and Stripes. A fighting, 
battling combination. 


Meanwhile the people were slowly filing into the 
stadium. In twos, threes, dozens and hundreds. Yes, 
Negroes, Jews, Russians, Poles, Finns and just plain 
Americans whose folks lived here many, many years. 

They cautiously got into the seats of the stadium. 
Red hot they were. One kid, of about nine, got a 
bad burn when his arm touched the metal side of 
the seat. He bolted up like a shot and cried a little 
bit. But his tears turned to cheers when the pageant 
started and the Red Navymen strode upon the plat- 
form. The crowd stood as one and gave the men 
an ear-splitting ovation. The uniformed sailors 
smiled bashfully and sheepishly at this display of en- 
thusiasm and waved back, first timidly then ener- 
getically. 


Underneath the stands, in the speakers’ dressing 
room, Joseph E. Davies was attempting to keep cool. 
Davies is a handsome man with keen, frank eyes 
and vigorous, animated personaltiy. With him were 
the Governor of Rhode Island, a United States Army 
General and two Lieut. Commanders of the U. 8. 
Navy. 

He wore a panama hat and a blue gabardine suit 


and despite the heat was enthusiastic and lively. He 


walked over to the Soviet Admiral and three other 
Red Navy officers, cordially greeted them and ex- 
changed some words in Russian. His Russian sounded 
pretty good. 


Sidney Hillman, president of the Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers’ Union, had shed his coat and was 
rolling up his sleeves. He repeated the oft-repeated 
cliche of the day when we shook his hand: “Hot, isn't

A few feet away from Hillman a young Red Navy- 
man had passed out from the heat. A comrade of his 
explained: He's from Murmansk. Can't stand the 
heat.” ... They brought him around quickly and he 
apologized profusely for having inconvenienced every- 
body by fainting. They kept a close watch on him, 
but what really brought him around was a few bottles 
of good old Amerikanski Pepsi-Cola. ... 

The Russians love our soft soda drinks and drink 
it by the quart.
